The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  March  27  states  as  follows: 

"Although  no  perceptible  increase  in  business  has  been  found 
here  over  the  last  few  weeks  and  mills  not  only  here  but  throughout 
New  England  and  the  South  have  shown  little  or  no  interest  in 
buying,  a  surprising  strength  in  the  basis  has  been  noticed 
especially  on  short  staples.      Offerings  on  factor  staples  were 
withdrawn  in  the  large  markets  and  the  holding  movement  remained 
firm. 

"In  some  quarters  the  basis  for  staples  from  7/8  inch  to  ll/l6th 
strengthened  a  few  points  and  soma  of  the  local  mills  came  into 
the  market  for  small  quantities  during  the  week.  Noticeable 
among  the  inquiries  were  those  for  l-l/8th  inch  middling.  Practically 
no  interest  exists  for  Pimas  just  at  this  time  but  the  prices  hold 
at  20c  for  No.  1  and  18-l/Ec  for  No.  2.
